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REMARKS 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 1-22 were presented for examination. 
Claims 1-22 were restricted as follows: group I, claims 1-11, 21 and 22 and group II, Claims 12- 
20. In response to the restriction requirement of the outstanding Office Action, Applicant elects 
with traverse group n, which corresponds to claims 12-20. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction with respect to group II. It is 
respectfully submitted that searching the subject matter of group II, and the subject matter of 
Group I, as outlined in the restriction requirement, does not place a serious burden on the 
Examiner. Thus, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the Requirement for Restriction 
with regard to group II.
